n intriguing bout of political 

fisticuffs began a few weeks 
ago, with a press release issued 
Dec. 4 by Karen Leibovici, the pro- 
vincial Liberal party's “labor crit- 
c.” The scrap ended suddenly in 
the second round when the gov- 
ernment and its allies delivered a 
few undetected low blows. 

The fight was on the political 
undercard and, judging from the 
total absence of letters-to-the-edi- 
tor on the subject, not too many 
voters seem to have been paying 
attention. So the chances that the 
public will call for a rematch are 
doubtful. But connoisseurs of the 
sweet science of political mayhem 
should find a post-mortem—in- 
cluding some of whatFrank mag- 
azine calls “remedial media”—di- 
verting if not edifying. 

The press release says that Ms. 
Leibovici had asked the Klein gov- 


mum wage. At $5 per hour ($4.50 
ifyou’re a student under 18) it will 
be the lowest in the country when 
Newfoundland goes to $5.25 next 
April. Leibovici went on to cite 
statistics showing how many poor 
people there are in Edmonton and 
Calgary. “Albertans deserve better 
than this,” she said. 

The unremittingly canny Pre- 
mier Klein hedged his bets in re- 
sponse. He personally is opposed 
to an increase, he said, but he 
allowed that there would be no 
harm in having a study done by the 
Alberta Economic Development Au- 
thority. 

The day after the Liberal press 
release, an Edmonton Journal ed- 
itorial took a position stronger than 
that taken by the Liberals. It called 
not for a review of the minimum 
wage but instead for a “moderate 
rise.” Such an increase would be 
“unlikely” to cause employers to 
lay off staff. Besides, Saskatch- 
ewan’s minimum wage is $5.60 
Klein could see Romanow’s $5.60 
and maybe even raise the Alberta 
minimum to $6. This, said the 
Journal, would be “...the least 


people who are scraping by on 
low-wage jobs.” 

The Journal editorial must 
have disturbed a tectonic plate— 
for the next day there was an erup- 
tion from the ever-quivering maw 
of the author of Youthquake, the 
Sun's Ezra Levant. 

This episode of Levant’s seis- 
mic activity at first appeared to be 
nothing more than a typical piece 
of empty invective. It began with a 
shower of nuggets of callow irony: 
Levant patronizingly referred to 
Leibovici as “Auntie Karen.” Aunt- 
ie Karen, he said, was like an in- 
dulgent, soft-hearted, soft-headed 
auntie who’s “so nice” and who 
“means so well,” but who doesn't 
know jack about what's ina child’s 
long-run best interests. Raising the 
minimum wage, said Levant, was 
analogous to that nice auntie “al- 
ways letting you stay up late or 
giving you cookies before dinner.” 

As the igneous flow of Levant’s 
rhetoric hardened and broke into 
tablets, the revelations engraved 
on them turned out to be rather a 
letdown. It seems the wisdom hid- 
den from Leibovici is that the de-

ward slope: 

“Right now the minimum wage 
is $5. If Karen raised it to $6... 
many employers watching labour 
costs... simply won't be able to pay 
what amounts to a dollar-per-hour 
job tax.” 

The intellectual heavens 
opened for a moment and I saw a 
vision like William Blake’s—of a 
new Jerusalem rising up in Alber- | 
ta’s green and pleasant land, a 
utopia in which the nefarious “job 
tax” known as the minimum wage 
was abolished altogether. 

In my vision I saw those thou- 
sands of Nike jobs lost to Indone- 
sia and Vietnam returning to Al- 
berta. There was full employment. 
Family values thrived as) lisping 
toddlers helped their folksiin the 
sweat shops—which, given a 
chance, had become as spiritually | 
uplifting as sweat lodges. Entry- 
level skills were developed that 
had lain dormant since those mis- 
guided, bleeding-heart philanthro- 
pists, Wilberforce and Lord Shaft- 
esbury, secured passage of the 
English Factory Acts in the 1800s... 

Then the vision faded. But just 
as I was about to conclude that 
Levant had done nothing more than 
state, more bombastically, the ex- 
act opposite of what the Journal 
had said, I noticed that (as is won- 
derful to relate) he had actually 
cited evidence in support of his 
claim. And this was not bumf from 
some suspect right-wing “think 
tank” but a study in the Septem- 
ber, 1995 issue of Canadian Pub- 
lic Policy magazine, by two econo- 
mists, Michael Shannon of Lake- | 
head University and Charles Beach 
of Queen’s. 

According to Levant, the 
learned authors had found that 
when “Socialist Bob Rae... [who] 
said he cared about the poor, too... | 7 
raised Ontario's minimum wage,” | 
he thereby “directly caused a 1.2 to | 
1.5 per cent decline in the number 
of paid jobs in Ontario. In other 
words, from 73,000 to 92,000 low- 
income Ontario workers were let 
go. Their employers couldn't af- 7 
ford them anymore.” ’ 

As fast as the constraints of | 
growing decrepitude and aging 
bulk would allow, I repaired to the 
Public Library to read the original 
article. i

once again Mr. Levant’'s reach had 
exceeded his grasp. In fact: 

1. TheCanadian Public Policy 
study was a prediction, not—as 
Levant wrongly claimed—a report 
of what in fact had happened. He 
could have figured out from the 
title of the article, which was “Dis- 
tributional Employment Effects of 
Ontario Minimum-Wage Propos- 
als” (italics mine). 

2. In 1991, when the Ontario 
minimum wage was already $5.40 
an hour , somebody in the Rae 
government proposed an increase 
of the Ontario minimum wage all 
the way up to 60 per cent of the 
average provincial wage. That 
would have amounted to more than 
$8 by 1996. Levant did not tell his 
readers how big the proposed in- 
crease was. This was important, 
because... 

3. The authors concluded only 
that “...because of the substantial 
size of the increase, 20 per cent of 
[Ontario workers] would be di- 
rectly affected... given standard 
labor demand elasticities [the pro- 
posed policy] will be successful in 
raising the total amount of wages 
paid to workers, which is consist- 
ent with its overall goals. Howey- 
er... six to seven per cent of low- 
wage jobs would be eliminated.” 

4. Contrary to Levant’s claim, 
the Ontario government did not 
raise the minimum wage that high 
Instead, on Jan. 1, 1995, it raised 
the wage to $6.85 per hour, where 
it remains. Levant should have 
obtained this information by read- 
ing the footnotes to Shannon and 
Beach's article. 

5. Shannon and Beach make no 
finding that any jobs whatsoever 
have been lost in Ontario by the 
minimum-wage hike that in fact 
occurred, from $5.40 to $6.85 

Irving Layton once remarked 
that “itis cruel for the old to inflict 
their disillusioned wisdom on the 
young. Fortunately, it is also im- 
possible.” I refrain, therefore, from 
unburdening myself—for Levant’s 
benefit—of a number of observa- 
tions of a general nature on the 
long-run consequences of such 
sloppy “research.” 

Would Levant so much as blush 
at having been caught with his 
hand, so to speak, in the intellectu- 
al cookie jar? 1 think not. In the 
first place, journalists seem to be 
happy to getany reaction to what 
they write, short of a defamation 
action. It proves that at least some- 
body is reading their stuff. 


To forgive is divine 


In any case, Levant can proba- 
bly count on the forgiveness of the 
indulgent Auntie of his wistful fan- 
tasy. Not Leibovici, of course 
(though I admit she does indeed 
sound like a nice person over the 
phone) but rather his employer, 
The Edmonton Sun. Precisely like 
that kindhearted old Aunt, theSun 
will probably turn a blind eye to 
such peccadiloes on the part of a 
likely lad with a talent for invec- 
tive—as long as he takes care to 
keep on the right side of her. 

In fact, the Sun itself weighed 
in the very next day, Dec. 7, witha 
ny signed editorial by Neil tena its 


mally restricted to occasional ad- 
jurations to Kleinto keep the faith, 
stay the course and be true to him- 
self. On the other hand, he can be 
counted on to vigorously thump at 
the government's foes. Blows come 
from all angles: sometimes a with- 
ering put-down or sly, deadpan 
revelation of an opposition inani- 
ty, sometimes hectoring rhetoric 
or, if all else fails, stinging and 
frequently ingenious ridicule. For 
example, Waugh has dubbed pro- 
vincial Liberal leader Grant Mitch- 
ell “Rusty the Rooster.” Unfair, 
unscrupulous, even malicious— 
but dammit, it’s funny. 

If political life were fair, poor 
Mitchell would benefit from the 
contrast between his manly, stren- 
uous Kraft-durch-Freud lifestyle 
and that of the reputedly raffish 
Ralph Klein. Despite the rigors of a 
politician’s schedule, you see 
Mitchell regularly at the hockey 
rinks watching his kids play. He 
competes in triathlons. He proba- 
bly helps old ladies across the 
street, even when the camera's 
aren't rolling. But the moment 
Mitchell opens his mouth to ex- 
press, in his distinctive tenor, ritu- 
al opposition-leader shock at this 
government's X, or disbelief that 
any competent government could 
Y, I'll wager even his best friends 
can’t help being reminded, thanks 
to the nasty cleverness of Neil 
Waugh, of... the Friendly Giant's 
little pal, Rusty the Rooster. 

On Dec. 7, Waugh turned his 
formidable talents to bashing out 
an editorial aimed at deflecting 
Leibovici’s probe on the minimum 
wage issue. 

The key in such matters, he 
well realized, is to put the oppo- 
nent on the defensive. For that 
purpose it is often advisable to 
give an impressionistic rendering 
of the opponent's position so as to 
improve one’s argumentative lev- 
erage. So Waugh blithely began by 
referring to 

“the Liberal's call for a big 
jump in the minimum wage is a 
job-killer if we ever saw one...” 
(italics mine) 

Alert readers will remember 
that it wasn't the Liberals who were 
calling for an increase in the min- 
imum wage. They want it to be 
“reviewed” in what Leibovici refers 
to as “...an open, accountable proc- 
ess that allows input from all Al- 
bertans.” It was The Edmonton 
Journal that called for a hike—and 
not a “hig jump,” either. It wanted 
what it called a “moderate rise.” 

But that didn’tstop Waugh, who 
warmed to his work, piling on load- 
ed phrases: “big-labor cranks,” the 
“collective whine” of “Liberals and 
their ilk” and a “no-brainer.” The 
government, on the other hand, 
was described as virtuously putting 
“...jobs ahead of politics and ideol- 
ogy.” 

To the one-two punch of Le- 
vant and Waugh, there has to date 
been no response, by either the 

Journal or the Liberals. 

As I found out when I called 
Karen Leibovici, the Liberals have 
obtained and studied a December, 
1995 review article by John Ken- 
nan in the Journal of Economic 
Literature entitled “The Elusive 
Effects of Minimum Wage.” After a 
short but consequent survey and 
critique of the available literature, 


the author concludes that “ +.WE 


just don’t know how mand 


the minimum wage would cause a 
significant loss of jobs. But what 
about a “moderate rise,” such as 
The Edmonton Journal recom- 
mends? It seems that the latest re- 
search is not decisive either way. 
The book Kennan was mainly re- 
viewing, Card and Krueger's Myth 
and Measurement: The New Eco- 
nomics of the Minimum Wage, ac- 
tually argues the counter-intuitive 
proposition that increasing the 
minimum wage might result in 
more jobs 

Kennan thinks this claim is ex- 
cessive. But he concedes that Card 
and Krueger's analysis has made a 
good case that, within as yet unde- 
termined limits, increasing the 
minimum wage has a “negligible” 
adverse effect on employment. He 
ends with a stirring call for “more 
sophisticated data.” 


Info wanted—cheap 


The problem is, though, that 
neither the simple faith of Levant, 
the robust damn-the-Liberal-sniv- 
ellers common-sense of Waugh nor 
the ex cathedra dogmatizing of the 
Journal are of any help at all. What 
inquiring minds want is what no- 
body seems to possess: namely, 
reliable information about the 
shapes of the relevant demand 
curves for labor. 

So what is needed is exactly 
what the Liberals proposed—name- 
ly a review process, possibly one 
like what a Congressional Commit- 
tee is probably doing right now in 
the United States. (And while the 
reviewers are at it, they might ask 
themselves what kind of sense it 
makes to have no co-ordinated 
national minimum wage policy. 
Nobody is likely to suggest distort- 
ing the pattern of resource alloca- 
tion within Alberta by setting up a 
dozen automobile regions, each 
with the power to set its own min- 
imum wage. Yet the fact that Can- 
ada as a whole is subjected to pre- 
cisely such a crackbrained scheme 
seems to have been overlooked.) 

Old news is dead news, as the 
epitaph at the head of this column 
by Neil's kindlier older brother 
Evelyn reminds us. The Liberals, 
having let so much time go by, will 
have difficulty reviving the mini- 
mum-wage issue until at least April, 
1997, when the Newfoundland 
minimum-wage hike is scheduled 
to go into effect. 

But probably some time before 
that day, the Alberta government 
will defuse the whole thing by qui- 
etly passing an Order-in-Council 
putting in a modest increase into 
effect, maybe taking us to $5.50, 
ahead of Newfoundland and a dime 
less than Saskatchewan. 

Perhaps the opposition will try 
to take credit for the hike and ful- 
minate that it should have been 
done sooner. The government, if it 
feels obliged to notice the matter 
at all in the foofraw and hype that 

will be surrounding the forthcom- 
ing main event—the spring provin- 
cial election—can position such a 
moye as a prudent and statesman- 
like compromise with the virtual 
reality known as “political reality.” 

And if need be, Neil Waugh can 
point out that the opposition was

© there we were, standing on a perfectly groomed run at Nakiska. 

On top of the groomed mun sat four or five inches of light, fresh 
powder. At the bottom of the hill were the representatives for ‘several 
of the top ski companies in the world doing what they calf “Super 
Demo Days.” The skis clamped on to my boots were something 
phenomenal, something new and radical, They're known by several 
names including shaped skis, parabolic skis, hourglass skis and carv- 


The premise is fairly straightforward. Take a ski and widen it at the 
tip and tail—-I mean really widen! Now take a look at the most severe 
cut you've ever seen. Combined with the highest degree of flex and 
torsion control that they can build into skis nowadays, you wind up. 
with one of the most enjoyable rides of your life! 

They can produce an incredibly round turn at low speeds. You can 
achieve the same incredible “load” on your skis at 10 kph as the racer 
who once needed 45 kph to load up on theirs. Lean over, put them on 
edge and hang on. They steer really well with just your feet and lower 
legs. You seem to be able to relax and ski longer without getting tired. 
You can lean way over and they carve through the snow. 

One thing to keep in mind, though: if you load a ski that heavy on 
its edge and it loses its grip on the snow, it’s not a subtle slip—they 
almost blow out the turn. The relatively low cisk is well worth it. 

The ski shops around town tell me the consumer base is a litde 
hesitant to plunk down several hundred dollars for something that 
looks so drastic. That’s perfectly understandable and is why the 
demand for demoing these things is going through the roof. 

If you're an intermediate skier, just relax and try to ski as you 
usually do. Reports back from intermediates say it doesn’t take long. 
before you can feel a drastic improvement in your ability to carve the

YEAR IN REVIEW

n the surface, Edmonton seemed dominated 
by good ‘ol country boys n’ cock and roll 
relics. 

The Folk Festival went through countrification. 
Garth Brooks and Ozzy Osbourne were the music 
media frenzy equivalents of ‘Tickle-Me-Elmo’ and 
everyone from AC/DC to Def Lepard rolled through 
town to extort bucks from the two biggest musical 
genres this town supports. 

However, underneath it all the alternative side 
screamed LOUD and tried to break through as a 
couple of cool things came out of major market 
interests. 

From the likes of the pre-packaged corporate 
vision of youth, a la Smashing Pumpkins and Alanis 
‘I don’t do Canadian Press’ Morrisette, to some 
truly primal and novel club gigs. Edmonton showed 
it knows more than old songs and steel guitars. 

Jesus Lizard, Radiohead's artistic intensity and 
the appearance of the still-breathing Butthole Surf- 
ers all helped to justify Edmonton’s five scene. 
And even when it fawned towards country and 
classic rock it brought in some talent the citizens 
deserved to see. 

Johnny Cash, Steve Earle, Neil Young and Ozzy 
Osbourne all made long overdue trips into town. 
Fans both old and new flocked to witness this rare 
opportunity and felt those who didn’t understand 
the appeal, didn’t deserve to. 

The Coliseum could have a tough year in 1997 
if it plans to live up to 1996. Last year's line up was 
constant, diverse and full of the big names the 
population was screaming for. If Edmonton’s larg- 
est regular music venue does keep the pace it could 
spell a new era for Edmonton arena rock. Take 
that as you will. 


As usual, folk did well. It’s what folk music 


does in Edmonton. The Folk Festival sold out in 
record time and the long awaited home coming of 


kd. lang went over gang busters. Celtic and world 
beat was a little over shadowed by country-folk but 
the festival holds a good history of changing the 
focus each year—so fear not, dear folkie. 

Jazz City presented the great dichotomy again— 
wonderful talent versus ticket prices worthy of Sax 
Fifth Avenue. However a common response from 
people walking out of Robert Cray, Deborah Harry 
with The Jazz Passengers, Owen Howard and many 
of the other gigs was, “Cost... what cost.” 

The local industry met with a boost when the 
COCA (Canadian Organization of Campus Activi- 
ties) conference came here. Although closed to 
public involvement, it brought in representatives 
and bands from across the country to spend four 
days shmoozing and planning the next years activi- 
ties. 

Not only did it prove we can host with the best 
of them (read: more such conferences should start 
booking here in the future) but local clubs also 
saw a spin off effect with several concerts being 
booked in tandem with conference appearances. 

Punk was BIG. I mean really Big. I mean larger- 
than-Godzilla-on-a-drive-in-movie-screen big. Many 
hall shows and multi-bill noise knock offs were 
held and most were well received. SNFU deserves 
special mention for returning the Polish Hall to its 
former glory. The venue hasn't seen such a froth- 
ing mass, like the one present for our home town 
heros, in a long time. 

Amidst all the imported hullabaloo, local per- 
formers had a highly productive 366 days, CD man- 
ufacturers and tape pressers saw an overwhelming 
number of home town projects come to fruition. A 
short run down of some Edmonton artists who 
created a project this year: Choke, King Lettuce, 
Lester Quitzau, Sex and Witchcraft, iMaracujah!, 
Captain Tractor, Perceptual Distortion, L.A.M-S., 
All Woman’s Brothers Band, Disciple’s of Power, 
Pawn, Stee!

avoid—but not if Alex Tsang has 
anything to do with it. 

In his eyes, social political art is 
a medium that allows him to per- 
sonify everyday issues often bur- 
ied and forgotten. 

“These are things people talk 
about but nobody actually sees and 
I try to personify them in my paint- 
ings and give them a kind of sub- 
stance in reality,” says Tsang. “Our 
society today lives along the lines 
of ‘seeing is believing’ and that’s 
the reason why I do these images. 

“Sometimes they’ re pretty out- 
right shocking. Sometimes they're 
more subtle. I like to jump be- 
tween both the shocking and sub- 
tle—as long as the message gets 
out there.” 

Tsang, 24, was born in Edmon- 
ton to Chinese parents who immi- 
grated from London in 1969. The 
youngest of three brothers, his fa- 
ther isa parole officer and his moth- 
er is employed as a social worker. 

Memories of racism haunt him. 
Once, when driving in the vicinity 
of a crime scene, he noticed some 
parked police cars. The officers, spot- 
ting Tsang driving by, gave pursuit, 
pulled him over and harassed him. 
To this day, Tsang claims he was 
openly harassed because of his race. 

Says Tsang, “I feel I’ve experi- 
enced some kind of very subtle 
discrimination. It’s the little things 
like when the cops pull you over 
because you're the wrong color, lis- 
ten to the wrong music, have long 
hair, or because of your black leath- 
er jacket—superficial things like this. 
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When I was a teenager, I noticed 
they would do this to me and not 
to other kids who look different— 
and it still goes on, even today.” 

Tsang completed his last year 
as a fine arts major in 1995. The 
following year he also obtained a 
Multimedia Certificate. His first art 
exhibits were officially on display 
at the B-Design Grad Show held in 
April and May of 1995. His works 
have been featured in several gal- 
leries since then, including Anosa 
Gallery and Latitude 53 

Among his most controversial 
pieces is White Corporate Apathy, 
on display at the Anosa Gallery in 
Edmonton Centre. The piece de- 
picts two businessmen doing busi- 
ness over a cellular phone, ignor- 
ing a beggar seated on the side- 
walk propped up against a wall. A 
limo is parked on a street and a 
factory spews smog into the air. 

“My art touches on topics other 
than the ones I personally experi- 
ence in my life,” he says. “The mes- 
Sage is to create awareness about 
several issues. My art tries to reach 
all facets of all issues, not just one 
purpose, one cause. Every work I 
do, I try and differentiate from the 
others. I make each one unique in 
that way. 

“One thing I like to do is use 
the work to speak for those who 
can’t speak for themselves, or ex- 
pose an issue that hasn’t gotten a 
lot of exposure.” 

When it comes to social issues, 
racism and individual oppression 
are just the tip of the iceberg when 
it comes to his own social-political 
art. Tsang is also concerned with 
basic degradation and animal 
abuse. An advocate for animal 
rights, he is a moral supporter of 
the Animal Liberation Federation,
